REPORT: The Navy details the unfolding details of two ship 
collisions and shows how both could have — and should 
have — been avoided

HE NAVY found 

that two ship col- 

lisions that com- 

bined to kill 17 

sailors at sea 

were preventable 
and caused in part by “mul- 
tiple failures” by service 
members who were stand- 
ing watch the nights of the 
incidents, the service said 
Wednesday. 

The USS Fitzgerald and 
the USS John S. McCain, both 
guided missile destroyers, 
suffered catastrophic colli- 
sions June 17 and Aug. 21, 
respectively. The Fitzgerald 
accident killed seven sailors 
off the southern coast of Ja- 
pan, while the McCain col- 
lision killed 10 sailors near 
Singapore. 

Ina statement, Adm. John 
Richardson, the chief of na- 
val operations, said Wednes- 
day the investigation shows 
the service must do better. 

“We are a Navy that learns 
from mistakes and the Navy 
is firmly committed to do- 
ing everything possible to 
prevent an accident like

Anthem patients at more than two 
dozen Virginia women’s care practic- 
es are no longer covered in-network. 

A contract between the health in- 
surance giant and Mid-Atlantic Wom- 
en’s Care, which oversees 30 practic- 
es, ended Wednesday after years of 
negotiations. 

“We have not received any commu- 
nication back from Anthem regard- 
ing the contract, so we are currently 
out-of-network providers starting to- 
day,” Bob Sterling, Mid-Atlantic’s ex- 
ecutive director, said in an email. “Of 
course we will keep the lines of com- 
munication open for future discussions, 
but (there is) nothing to indicate at this 
point when there will be a resolution of 
our differences.”

EDERAL prosecu- 
tors brought ter- 
rorism charges 
Wednesday against 
the Uzbek immi- 
grant accused in 

the truck rampage that left 

eight people dead, saying he 
was spurred to attack by the 

Islamic State group’s online 

calls to action and picked 

Halloween because he fig- 

ured streets would be extra 

crowded. 

Even as he lay wounded in 
the hospital from police gun- 
fire, Sayfullo Saipov asked 
to display the Islamic State 
group’s flag in his room and 
said “he felt good about what 
he had done,” prosecutors said 
in court papers. 

Saipov, 29, was brought to 
court in a wheelchair to face 
charges that could bring the 
death penalty. Handcuffed 
and with his legs shackled, 
Saipov nodded his head re- 
peatedly as he was read his 
rights in a brief court pro- 
ceeding that he followed 
through a Russian interpret- 
er. He was ordered held with- 
out bail. 

Outside court, his appointed 
lawyer, David Patton, said he 
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accused attacker 


Sayfullo Saipov is a legal, 
permanent U.S. resident. Birth 
records show he and his wife 
had two daughters in Ohio. A 
neighbor said the couple also 
recently had a son. He worked 
as a truck driver and has 
driven for Lyft and Uber.
